RULE BY NEGRO. 


Mayor of Charleston Explains 
Why the Whites Will Not 
Permit Majority to 
Control the City. 


BLACK MAN HELD LAZY. 


Efforts to Help Race Become Self- 


Supporting Declared Failures — 


by Those Who Once 
Owned Slaves. 


= RAYMOND.) I/ 
Charleston, C., June 16.— [Special. I—In 
this curious old city of Charleston, which 
northern people were once accustomed to 
call the “cradle of the confederacy,’ and 
about which there clings today a gentle 
flavor of mild decay, there is an exceedingly 
interesting phase of the nagro question. The 
old city is actually running down hill, and 
it has shown a loss of white population dur- 
ing frequent intervals. 
harleston in the summer time is not a 
li sort of place, and the busy little ants 
crawl in and out of thé sugar bowls and 
across the dinner table of the principal ho- 


tel without exciting anything more than a 
languid interest. Meantime the colored peo- 


ple flock into the town, and while I was sit- 
ting in the mayor's office the chief of police 
came with a report that there were in his 
opinion 2,500 more idle negroes than there 


‘were a year before, thus necessarily calling 


upon him for unusual vigilance. 
Negro Race Found Peaceable. 


Whatever may be thought or said as to 


the morality or immorality of the negroes, it 
cannot be asserted that they are distinctly 
vicious or dangerous to the public peace as 
a whole. Quite the contrary seems true. 
They are naturally docile and peaceable. 
This may or may not be due to the fact that 
they know punishment, swift and sure, will 
follow any serious offense, without much re- 
gard to the law’s delays, and, indeed, without 
much regard for the law itself. 

Whatever may be the cause, the negroes 
in Charleston here, where they largely out- 
number the whites, ‘are notably quiet. I 
walked through the negro quarter of the 
city late at night, and there was much less 
pose e, than one would find in the cor- 
responding quarter of the bi 
Chicago or New York. 

Colored Policemen Many. 

Here in Charleston, within sight of Fort 
‘Sumter, there are today negro policemen 
patrolling their beats and performing their 
duties to the entire satisfaction of the au- 
thorities. There was even one who arose to 


the distinction of being a lieutenant, and who. 


commanded white men without creating ill 
feeling. On the other hand, here in Charies- 


ton they still find it necessary to make use 


of white teachers to run the public schools 
for colored pupils. 8 

A curious feature of this is the fact tha 
these white teachers who are instructing the 
colored children in the public schools refuse 
to recognize or associate with the white 
teachers who are teaching the colored chil- 
dren in the private schools, a sharp distinc- 
tion being thus drawn between institutions 
to uplift the colored people under goyern- 
ment control and those which are under the 
auspices of missionary societies and private 
individuals. | 

Form a Majority of Residents. 
There are in Charleston, or there were at 


the ‘time of the last census, 31,000 negroes 


and only 24,000 whites. Northern people 
who will take these figures home and study 
them will see readily the reason why the 
white people of Charieston insist upon keep- 
ing a tight rein upon the city government. 
A general election with a full count and a 
free ballot would, as a matter of course, fill 
every office in the city of Charleston with 
negroes, and thus would be reproduced the 
intolerable condition of the reconstruction 
peried. 
The white people of such a city have two 
alternatives. They must either seize upon 
the government themselves at all hazards or 
leave the city. Of course if they left the city 
the negroes would starve to death. | 
This is the problem which is being worked 
out here in the south, and while it is unde- 
niably true that the negro is absolutely de- 
prived of the franchise, it is at the same time 
also true that the white man treats him with 
great fairness and forbearance, and proba- 
bly, aside from the abstract right or wrong 
of the thing, the negro is a great deal better 
off here in Charleston today than he was 
when he had the ballot, and precipitated 
upon this alleged cradle of the confeder- 
acy an absolute reign of terror. : 


Mayor a Former Slave Owner. 

Charleston may be decadent, but its mayor 
is as live a man and as broad minded a gen- 
tleman as ever managed the affairs of any 
city, north or south. J. Adger Smyth, the 
mayor of Charleston, has had an intimate as- 
sociation with the intricacies of the negro 
question every since his boyhood. When the 
war closed he found himself the proprietor of 
a plantation with 250 slaves. He marshaled 
them before -the big house, and there, as 
many another slaveholder was doing 


throughout the south, read to them Lincoln's 


emancipation proclamation and told them 
they were free to go where they wished. 
Following upon this interesting sermon Mr. 
Smyth was at once confronted with the 
problem of how to keep his negroes from 


starving. He had no money, the land was 


exhausted, the colored people were hungry, 
and, in spite of the emancipation prociama- 
tion, still looked to him for food and clothes. 

Securing the services of a Yankee sergeant 
of.infantry from the nearby military post, to 
guarantee the honesty of his proposition, 
Mr. Smyth agreed to farm the whole planta- 
tion on shares. The owner supplied the land, 
furnished the seed, the agricultural imple- 
ments, the mules, the cabins in which the 
colored people lived, and every other possible 
accessory. He had no money, but he had 
credit, and thus was enabled to put the 
negroes in a way to earn their own living. 
He took two- thirds of the receipte and the 
negroes one-third. In this way the negro 


laborer received one-third of the gross value ; 


of the product of his labor, entirely inde- 
pendent of all other expenses, a ratio of 
wages which, in theory at least, is abundant- 
ly Mberal. 


| First Experiment a Failure.

Iron Company for $600,000 at First 
Refused, but Later Cash Is Paid. 


New York, June 16.—[Special.J—By fan- 
ure to pay obligations amounting approxi- 
mately to $600,000, due on Monday last at 
the Knickerbocker Trust company in this 
city, the Colorado Fuel and Iron company 
produced a feeling of uneasiness among 
bankers and others regarding the financial 
status of that company. Those to whom 
the obligations were due called up on the 
telephone today and were informed that if 
the checks were again presented they would 
be paid.

“Red” Party Polls Vote of 
. 2,500,000, and Adds Many 


| to Its Reichstag Rep- 


resentation. 


Result Is Accepted as Popular 
Taxation and Food 
Tarif Policies. 


BERLIN, June 17, 34. m.—The leading fea- 
ture in the Reichstag elections, which were 
held today, was the success of the soctal 
democrats who probably have increased their 


seate and their total vote to upwards of 
2,500,000, or 400,000 more than in 1808. All 
the parties concede the success of the #o- 
clalists, which has been at the expense of 
The socialists gained one seat in Berlin 
and 68,000 votes, seats in Dresden, Soligen, 
Pirna, Plauen, Zittau, Doebeln, Altenburg, 
Darmstadt, Limbach, Schwartzberg, Bilele 
feld, Baireuth, and Bremen. They lost seats 
in Sorau and Bernburg. The socialist gains 
in Saxony caused Herr Bebel tonight to call 
Saxony “the red kingdom.” 

The most pronounced socialist success was 


| in Hesen, Krupp’s town, where the socialists 


increased their vote from 4,400 to 22,705. The 
centrist party also increased tts vote there 
from 20,108 to 85,864, 

The returns as yet are far from complete, 
and the smali town districts may swell the 
success of the socialists without altering the 
general result. 

Women Bring Out the Vote. 

An extraordinary feature of the polling im 
Berlin was the part taken by socialist women.

Would Abolish Minimum Price. . 

The amendment offered yesterday by John 
Redmond, which sought to abolish the mini- 
mum price at which the landlord may sell, 
even though landlord and tenant might agree 
on a lower price, was Chief Irish 
Secretary Wyndham declared that he con- 
sidered that limits on bargains were essen- 
tial precautions. He was unable to accept 


| Mr. Redmond's proposal to raise the mini- 


mum reduction to 15 per cent in the case 
of second term rents and to 25 per cent in the 
case of first term rents. 

Mr. Redmond expressed regret at Mr. 
Wyndham’s decision and said that if the. 
amendment was not accepted by the govern- 
ment he was afraid they had arrived at the 
parting of the ways. The nationalists must 
stand by the amendment and there must be 
time taken for the consideration of this point 
by the government, otherwise ninety-five of 
the Irish members would be found in t 
lobby against the government.

BIG DEFICIT IN FRENCH BUDGET. 


Finance Minister Estimates Shortage of 
$11,620,000 and Proposes Change 
in Income Tax.

PARIS, June 16.—Finance Minister Rouvier 
presented the budget for 1904 in the cham- 
ber of deputies today and also a project for 
an income tax. The budget estimates the 
expenditure at $714,360,000 and the receipts at 
$702,740,000. In order to provide for the 
deficit, $11,620,000, the yield of certain taxes 
will be augmented. : 

The proposed income tax is a reform in 
the system of direct taxation, with the view 
of throwing more of the burden on the 
wealthy classes. Incomes under $100 are not 
taxed. Above $100 the tax is 1% per cent, 
but a proportion of the income is exempted 
on a graduated scale, falling from 85 per 
cent en incomes under §200 to 10 per cent 
on incomes under $4,000. Above $4,000 the 
exemption ceases, the whole income paying 
the tax. Another feature of the income tax 
is a tax of 4 per cent on rent, the chief por- 
tion of the burden falling on the larger rents.

The case will go to the jury in the morn- 
ing. Judge Redwine, in instructing the 
jury, said that if the evidence showed that 
Jett and White killed Marcum it should 
bring in a verdict of guilty and fix the pun- 
ishment at death or life imprisonment, but 
if there was a reasonable doubt that the men 
were not guilty they should acquit them. 

Commonwealth Attorney Byrd ts in danger, 
as his fearless prosecutiou uas incurred the 
enmity of the Hargis faction, and this hos- 
tility became open in the courtroom today. 
When Judge Hargis defied the court he 
had his own way, suffering not even a repri- 
mand, though spectators expected Judge 
Redwine to fine him for contempt. 


. Hargis and Callahan Testify. | 
The two most important witnesses were 
Judge Hargis and Sheriff Callahan. Both 
boldly proclaimed their allegiance to the de- 
fense. Judge Hargis was. watching the 
courthouse door from his store when the as- 
sassin fired. He said he saw Ewen jump out 
of the doorway when Marcum fell, and that 
Ewen did not turn around, so he could not 
have seen the assassin. 

Though plainly seeing the dying man, Judge 
Hargis said he did not see the assassin come 
forward with the weapon clutched in both 
hands and fire the second shot into the pros- 
trate body. 

Judge Hargis denied ha said after the 
assassination that Marcum should have been 
killed, and attempted to controvert a newspa- 
per interview given at the time. In open de- 
fiance of the court and in the face of objec- 
tions heatedly made by Byrd, Judge Hargis 
explained his connection with the tase.

In giving his opinion Judge Carter said: ~~ 
Jam compelled to hold that the three 


‘| judges of election are shown by the evidence 


on this hearing beyond all reasonable doubt 
to have been criminally guilty of misconduct 
as officers of this court. If, under this elec- 
tion law, the court is ever justified in punish- 
ing for contempt, this is a case that requires 
such action. The punishment should not be 
in lieu of that which hereafter may be in- 
flicted under an indictment found by the 
grand jury, but should be of such nature 
as to maintain the power and dignity of this 
court as the head of the election machinery 
of this great city and prevent such acts on 
the part of the eworn officials in the conduct 


of elections as would tend to impede, embar- 
nistra- 


rass, or obstruct the court in the adam 
tion of justice.“ * 

After hearing from the attorneys as to 
what would be their action, and being asked 
by Attorney. Forrest what the punishment 
would be, Judge Carter said: 

‘Imprisonment for some length of time 
should be given. The least possible punish- 
ment to be inflicted for this act, which I be- 
lieve is the most flagrant that has ever 
come to my notice, should be three months 
in the county jail.” .

THIRTY PERSONS INJURED 
WHEN BRIDGE WALK FALLS. 


Illuminated Carnival at Eau Claire, 
Wis., Ends in Accident to Hundreds, 
Who Are Thrown Twenty-five Feet, 


Eau Wis., June 16.—I[Speclal. ]— 
While the carnival festivities were at their 


height at 9:30 o'clock tonight a section of 


four rods of sidewalk on the approaches to 
Madison street bridge, which was crowded 
with people, gave way, and 100 men, women, 
and children were thrown violently twenty 
feet to the ground. Thirty persons were 
hurt, some badly, but the physicians say all 
will recover. | 

The accident took place during an illu- 
mination of the street carnival booths along 
the main streets of the city. Hundreds of 
people had gone to the bridge to watch the 
scene from this vantage point. Suddenly, 
without warning, a section of the approach, 
forty feet in length, sank with a crash of 
breaking timbers and the screams of the 
frightened people, who were thrown in a 
struggling mass among the broken and 
splintered wood. 

The tangled mass of humanity fought and 
struggled to get out and many received their 
worst injuries by being trampled on. Calis 
were sent in for doctors and policemen to 
help carry away the injured. 

The illumination was ended at once and 
every aid that the city could give was ex- 
tended to the suffering. The section of 
the bridge which collapsed had its 
200 sightseers twenty-five feet into a bank 
of sand and débris on the river bank.
